He had played poker all night, and half an 
hour before he was found dying secured a 
room with the intention of taking his life 
in it. 

Clerk Lou Harper was at the desk at 9:30 
o’clock when Owen came in. Owen ‘said 
he wanted a room where he could lie down 
for a couple of hours, as he had been up all 
night playing poker. Mr. Harper assigned 
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EPHRAIM F. OWEN. 


him to a room, and pretty soon Owen rang 
for a bell boy and sent for ink and station- 
ey. 

They were brought and Owen wanted him- 
self writing. When he had finished he again 
rang for a boy and guve him five letters to 
mail. He then Ordered a Class of whisky 
and a bottle of soda and told the boy when 
he came back that he had taken poison. 
The boy notified Cle r and the lat- 
ter, accompanied by Dr. Powers, the house 
physician, hastened to the room.

The End of the Long Array of 
Witnesses Is in Sight. 


LAST DAY OF. TESTIMONY, 


Judge Hirzel Will’ Kasten the Argu- 
ments, for He Is Anxious to Give 
the Case to the Jury Friday. 


From a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 

UNION, Mo., Jan. 30.—Considerable feel- 
ing was eaused here to-day by a story to the 
effect that Duéstrow had been hanged in 
effigy.

The prosecu*ton will close its case to-night 
unless something outside the regular rou- 
tine plans interferes. Then the defense will 
have perhaps two witnesses in the sur- 
rebuttal. They will occupy a few minutes 
of to-night's session. 

Judge Hirzel will then push the arguments 
ahead and he expects to lay the case before 
the jury by to-morrow night. People are 
fiocking into Union from all portions of the 
county to hear the arguments. 


Judge Hirzel gave a hard rap to Mr. Dry- 
den of counsel for the defendant yesterday 
afternoon for his apparent efforts to length- 
en the Duestrow case. He cut him short in 
the midst of his lengthy examination of 
Dr. Joseph L. Bauer By remarking: 

“You are apparently reading that trans- 
cript for your own amusement.’

Mrs. Howard Thought She Saw It and 
Painted in the Street.

NEW YORK,Jan.30.—Mrs. Elizabeth How- 


ard, at No. 783 Pighth avenue, believes that 
she has seefl the ghost of her departed 
friend, Miss Delia Maguire, who died eight
